The missionary work of Southern Baptists is divided 
into three departments : That of foreign missions is com- 
mitted to our Foreign Mission Board, located at Richmond, 
Va. Through this department southern Baptists are gi\ 
Ipg the gospel of our Lord to the heathen and papal na- 
lons of the earth. We have missionaries in Italy, China, 
Japan, Brazil, Africa and Mexico; there are in these fields 
102 churches, and 4,760 members; there were baptized last. 
year 701 persons. The contributions of southern Baptists. 
last year for the evangelization of the world was $124,- 
249.69,| of which Mississippi Baptists yave § 


$7,192.41. 
Our State Convention Board asks the churches of the 
State to give.next year, § 


7,500 to‘foreizn missions. We 
can easily do it if we try. 


* The Home Board, located at 


Atlanta, Ga., is charged 
‘ with the duty of collecting funds that missionaries may be 
sent to the destitute 


places in the southern states and 
Cuba. | The amount raised and expended on our home 
field this year is $54,251.04. This board proposes to 
give to Mississippi Next year $1,000, and $1,000 addi- 
tional provided we raise $500. It thus seeks to stimulate 
our interest and increase our energy in co-operative work. 

The State department of our mission work is commit- 
ted to our own Convention Board. The effort is to give 
the gospel to the Various places of destitution within the 
bounds of our own state. ‘e have two great mission 
ftelds within our borders—the Mississip i delta, covering 
a stretch of <ountry from Memphis to ‘icksburg, a dis- 
tance of 218 miles in length and from 45 to 65 miles in 
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breadth,| The other is pur coast field. There are. nu- 
merous points inthe int@rior whére our board is helping 
weak and Struggling chufches till they can become self- 
sustaining. Na our own jAssociation the state boar! has 
a missionary fer one-fouyth of his time, who is doing a 
valuable and much-needbd work. : 

To all of these departments of| our organieed work we 
should give our earnest prayers jand. active co-operation. 
Thev need and deserve dur contributiohs. 

We recommend that the State |Board again employ T. 
J. Moore jas associational}missionary ‘to work under the 
direction of our executivd’ beard éne-fourth of his time. 

We recommend that gur Asséciation agree to try, to 
raise $375 for Missions, dnd that the Clerk apportion the 
money among the churches about as he did last year,
